after the filing of an electric utility’s application. By letter
dated and filed on April 1, 2003, Applicant requests an extension
of time, until April 18, 2003, of Section 2.3.g.2 requirement
that the commission render a decision within 90 days afterrthe
filing of an electric utility’'s application. KIUC makes its
request in order to provide additional time for the commission to
complete its investigation and to issue a decision and order.
Upon review, the commission £finds good cause to grant

KIUC's request to extend the applicable Section 2.3.g.2 deadline.
